State revenue may 
fall $ 1 billion short 


Ford asks Butz apology 


MADISON. Wis. (AP) - Wisconsin 


Revenue Secretary David Adamany said 
Friday the statemay fall $1 billion short 
of revenues to meet agency requests in a 
new budget and warned of a possible 
"desperate" situation if unemployment 
climbs to an 8 per cent average. 


"The state's gloomy financial picture 


is still based on moderately optimistic 
predictions about the failing national 
and state economies," Adamany said in 
a sjatement. 


"If unemployment should reach the 


7.9 per cent level of the 1948-49 recession 
or'the 8 per cent some economists are 
currently predicting, the state would 
have a fiscal disaster on its hands," 
Adamany said. 


It was the most bleak fiscal picture 


yet painted by a top member cf the Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey administration. 


Lucey, meanwhile, issued a statement 


saying a nationally recognized econo- 
mist would be a leadoff witness Monday 
when the governor and others open 
hearings on the impact of inflation on 
the state's economy. 


The witness will be Robert Reishauer, 


an'economist with the Brookings Insti- 
tution of Washington, D.C. 


Adamany's statement said Wisconsin 


revenues available to fund the 1975-77 
state budget will be $3.1 billion. 


"This amount does not even approach 


the $3.7 billion in agency budget 
requests reported by the department of 
administration," he added. 


Adamany blamed part of the proj- 


ected fiscal woes on the state's "gener- 
ous aids to local governments and to the 
property taxpayers." 
Explosion rips 
Goodyear Tire 
Texas plant 


BEAUMONT, Tex. (AP) - Several 


explosions and a fire ripped through a 


- Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co. chemical 
plant here Friday night, causing an un- 
determined number of injuries. 


A'spokesman for St. Elizabeth Hospi- 


tal, who first had said "quite a number 
of fatalities" had been brought in, later 
would only say that eight persons were 
in-the hospital. Their conditions were 
not immediately known and it was still 
unclear if'there were fatalities. 


Newsmen reported at least 13 ambu- 


lances at the scene. The plant is seven 
miles southwest of Beaumont on Inter- 
state 10. A traffic jam on the highway 
calreed by people trying to evacuate the 
;irea near the plant, prevented some am- 
bulances from reaching hospitals nearly 
two hours after the explosion. 


The first explosion occurred at about 8 


pirn. It was followed by at least four 
more within the hour. 


A Goodyear spokesman said approxi- 


mately 50 people were in the plant at the 
time of the explosion. Nearly 150 em- 
ployes work at the plant during most 
shifts, but only skeleton crews were on 
duty Friday night because of the holi- 
days. 


The spokesman said the plant manu- 


factures "synthetic rubber" and oc- 
cupies about 50 acres. 


He said he believed the explosion oc- 


curred in the isoprene unit. Isoprene is a 
volatile feedstock used in the manufac- 
ture of synthetic rubber. 


Eyewitnesses said several storage 


tanks in the area were ablaze. The 
flames could be seen as far as five 
miles. The explosion rocked and shat- 
tered windows as far away as five miles, 
-the spokesman declined to identify 


the chemicals in the storage tanks.

O'Dalaigh was nominated by the oppo- 


sition Fianna Fail party and was ac- 
cepted by the ruling government coali- 
tion, virtually assuring him the 
presidency. 


O'Dalaigh is a judge of the European 


Common 
Court 
of Justice in 


Luxembourg. 


The judge's Gaelic name in English 


spelling and pronunciation is Carroll 
O'Daley. 


The late president's widow still could 


contest the presidency if she could get 
the support of 20 members of the Dail. 
or parliament, or of four county councils 
by Tuesday, when nominations close. 


"Although state revenue collections 


will total $4.6 billion in the next two 
years, more than $1.5 billion will be 
given to local governments or used for 
property tax relief," he said. 


"Despite a troubled revenue picture, 


the state's commitment of funds for 
these purposes will rise from $1.35 mil- 
lion to $1.54 million," he added. 


Adamany said the state's "gloomy fi- 


nancial picture is still based on moder- 
ately optimistic predictions about the 
failing national and state economies. If 
the 
national 
administration cannot 


cushion our falling economy, the state's 
financial condition will be much worse 
than we are now predicting." 


Adamany said state revenue esti- 


mates will have to be revised substan- 
tially downward before the state budget 
passes if the economic downturn contin- 
ues into mid-1975 as Treasury Secretary 
William Simon predicts. 


If Simon's prediction of 7 per cent na- 


tionwide unemployment comes true. 
Wisconsin unemployment will rise to 6 
per cent or more, Adamany said. 


Lucey said the first hearing on the 


new budget will have a number of other 
witnesses besides Reishauer, including 
Samuel Merely, associate economics 
professor at the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Madison, and Thomas King, state 
director of the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employes 


Council 24. 


Other scheduled witnesses include 


Mrs. Laurene De Witt, Marinette. a 
member of the Health and Social Serv- 
ices Boa'rd; Robert Foote, president of a 
Milwaukee foods corporation; Willard 
Mueller, professor of agricultural eco- 
nomics, U W - M a d i s o n ; and Glen 
McGrath.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Bulz 


apologized Friday, at the President's order, for a remark he 
made about Pope Paul Vl's stand against birth control. 


Butz was summoned to the Oval O f f i c e and told to 


"apologize to any and all individuals who may have been 
offended." 


The controversy arose out of a statement Butz made at a 


breakfast meeting with reporters Wednesday. The New York 
Daily News quoted Butz as having used a mock Italian accent 
to criticize the Pope's position by saying, "He no playa the 
game; he no maka the rules." 


Butz had said at that time that the remark was off the 


record, and an Agriculture Department official said Butz was 
merely repeating a joke he had heard at tho World Food 
Conference in Rome. 


Several Roman Catholic groups called for Butz's dismissal 


or resignation. Early Friday. Butz issued a statement that 
his remark was not intended "to impugn the motives or the 
integrity of any religious group, ethnic group or religious 
leader." 


The statement said: "it is unfortunate that a few remarks 


that I made at a news breakfast with 20 reporters last 
Wednesday morning were taken out of context in one account 
of t h a t m e e t i n g and escalated in the news w i t h an 


interpretation clearly not intended." 


Ford called Butz to his office and told him that statement 


was inadequate. White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said Ford made it clear that the President "disapproved of 
the remarks, disavowed the remarks, and that the remarks 
in no way represent his own views." 


The President, however, did not feel the remark alone was 


enough to cause the dismissal of the secretary. 


After meeting with the President, Butz reissued the Friday 


statement, adding at the end of it "And I sincerely apologize 
for any part I played in it." 


The Vatican declined any comment on the incident. 
Vatican spokesman Federico Allessandrini said: "We 


have nothing to say. All that we know thus far is what the 
papers report about it." 


The Vatican daily Osservatore Romano and the Vatican 


Radio ignored Butz' remark and the subsequent criticism. 


Butz has been the center of several earlier controversies, 


including a comment that a large amount of grain could be 
saved if the American pet population were cut in half, 
although he did not propose such a cut, and a tentative 
proposal by a department staff member to send a traveling

Hijacker gives up 
after attempt on 
Canadian flight 


SASKATOON, Sask. (AP) - A man 


hijacked a CP Air flight with 80 persons 
aboard Friday by holding a knife to a 
stewardess' throat. He demanded to be 
flown to the Cyprus, but was persuaded 
to surrender. 


Capt. R.W. Pitcairn, in charge of the 


Boeing 737 flight from Montreal to Van- 
couver, said he convinced the man, 
whom he described as "weird and dis- 
traught" that the jetliner would have to 
make an unscheduled stop at Saskatoon 
for refueling. He said he then per- 
suaded the man to give himself up. 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Police 


said they arrested Nairn Djemal, a 30- 
year-old Winnipeg resident originally 
Irom Cyprus, and he was to appear Sat- 
urday in magistrate's court. 


Authorities said the hijacker seized 


stewardess Lene Madsen of Port Coqui- 
lam, B.C., after the plane took off from 
Winnipeg and held her on the floor of the 
rear of the plane at knifepoint. She was 
taken to a hospital after the plane 
landed and was released after treatment 
of minor facial cuts to rejoin the flight 
crew. 


Passenger Alice Grenier. 31, of Carle- 


ton Place, Ont., said the man kept 
saying "Go to Cyprus, go to Cyprus." 
She said he-wouldn't let the stewardess 
talk to the captain on the intercom sys- 
tem so Pitcairn came to the rear of the 
plane to him. The co-pilot landed the 
plane. 


Police inspector Don Heaton said the 


captain could give no explanation for the 
hijacker's surrender. 


•'There was no struggle." Heaton 


said. "He just surrendered." 


Opposition grows 
to coal proposal 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - Rank- 


and-file opposition to a tentative coal in- 
dustry contract grew Friday and United 
Mine Workers officials prepared a 
weekend campaign to win approval of 
the pact. 


Secret-ballot voting on ratification of 


the three-year pact — the second propo- 
sal to end the strike that began Nov. 12 
— will take place Monday in local unions 
of the 120,000-member UMW. 


Before the vote, upper-echelon UMW 


officials, district officers and represen- 
tatives of the UMW Bargaining Council 
will address district meetings to explain 
the contract to delegates elected from 
local unions. The 'tentative contract 
negotiated with Bituminous Coal Oper- 
ators Association representatives was 
approved by the Bargaining Council in 
Washington on Tuesday. 


UMW leaders launched a broad publi- 


city campaign to explain the contract 
provisions. A union spokesman in Wash- 
ington said the UMW has booked time 
on public television stations in West Vir- 
ginia and Pennsylvania and also has 
booked 15-minute programs on 80 
coalfield radio stations. A special 
400.000 copy run of the United Mine 
Workers Journal containing the full text 
of the 126-page contract together with an 
explanation was on its way to local 
unions Friday. 


Between 200 and 300 miners rallied 


Friday morning in Bellaire. Ohio, to 
protest the tentative contract. Then they 
marched through downtown Bellaire to 


UMW District 6 headquarters and de- 
manded to see District President John 
Guzek, who was in St. Clairsville, Ohio, 
attending a district board meeting. Af- 
ter he was informed by telephone of the 
protesters' visit, the Bellaire office was 
closed for the rest of the day on Guzek's 
orders. 


The marching miners carried pla- 


cards with such phrases as "Miners Get 
Ripped Off Again", "Dump Miller and 
Guzek," a reference to UMW President 
Arnold Miller, and "Who Got the Money 
for this Contract?" 


Local 2262 President William Yost, 


one of the leaders of the protest, said, 
"If this contract comes to a vote, they 
will pass it and we'll be sold down the 
river." 


An unsigned leaflet distributed at the 


football field meeting said, "The pro- 
posed contract, though it offers a few 
changes, doesn't go nearly far enough ... 
We struck after the last contract to 
lessen the wage gap between the highest 
and lowest paid. This contract widens 
the gap more." 


Guzek said earlier. "I don't really 


know what they are protesting about. I 
thin!: we have a real good contract." He 
said the over-all wage package 
amounted to a 64 percent increase "and 
that is good to me. If these protesters 
believe in Democracy, they should allow 
the miners to express themselves at the 
polls."

Two of tlii* nation's largest super- 


market chains announced plans Friday 
for temporary price freezes that will af- 
fect about 10 per cent of the products 
they sell. Some other retailers said 
there were better ways of saving con- 
sumers money. 


The price-freeze announcements 


came from A&P — the Great Atlantic & 
Pacific Tea Co. Inc. — and-the Kroger 
Co. Spokesmen for Safeway, the third of 
the big-three chains in terms of sales, 
were not available for comment because 
of the post-Thanksgiving holiday. 


An A&P spokesman in New York sa'd 


the chain would freeze prices on aboi-t 
1,000 private-label brand items, includ- 
ing bread, cheese, coffee, tuna, pasn 
products, canned fruits and vegetables 
and frozen foods until at least Jan. 1. 


In addition, the store said that start- 


ing Monday it will institute an "Early 
Warning System" at stores across the 
nation, posting a weekly list of increases 
on all items seven days before the prices 
are actually changed. 


James P. Herring, president of the 


Kroger Co., which has outlets in 20 
states, said in Cincinnati, Ohio, that his 
store's freeze would extend for two 
months, starting Dec. 1 and would cover 
1,100 brand-name and private-label 
items, 
including spaghetti, 
cereals, 


vegetables, snacks and paper and 
household goods, but not fresh meat or 
sugar. 


Herring said the plan had been tested 


in Texas, St. Louis and Cleveland, Ohio. 
Under questioning. Herring said Kroger 
did not intend "to play a game with the 
consumers" and said the store would 
not raise prices of other items to make 
up for losses incurred because of the 
freeze. 


The average supermarket 
carries 


anywhere from 8,000 to 10.000 different 
products. Industry profits currently are 
averaging about .56 cents for every SI of 
sales, compared to just under half a cent 
per SI of sales last year. 


A spokesman for the Super Market In- 


stitute, a trade association based in Chi- 
cago, said similar plans had been tried 
in the past by several other stores. He 
said freezes were possible, particularly 
on private-label brands, because the 
stores "usually have made commit- 
ments and purchases well in advance." 


Some other retailers were dubious 


about the freeze and warning ideas. 


One industry source, who declined to 


be identified, said there were anywhere 
from 800 to 1.000 price changes per week 
and said he doubted that A&P would I -1 
able to keep up with the fluctuations. 


A spokesman for Jewel supermarket • 


said the Chicago-based chain tried . 
temporary freeze last year, but felt con- 
sumers saved more under another stor 
plan that works like this: 


If the store is notified by a wholesale 


that the price of a product will be goin< 
down, the marking on products already 
on the shelves is immediately changed 
to reflect the future decrease. At the 
same time, the store does not mark up 
the price of existing items to relect fu- 
ture increases, waiting until the new 


shipment actually arrives before charg- 
ing the higher amount. 


The Jewel spokesman added that his 


firm won't raise prices on 2,000 grocery 
items — nearly half of the corporation's 
grocery- items — in the next 60 days. But 
he said this is not a price freeze but a re- 
flection of the market conditions. 


He added that prices on 2,000 other 


grocery items and nongrocery items 
could rise. 


The Jewel spokesman said later that 


the company had been notified that pri- 
ces on 500 and possibly up to 1,000 items 
like canned goods and frozen foods 
would remain stable over the next 60 
days because of the "market situation." 
He declined to characterize the situation 
as a price freeze, however, stressing 
that the stability resulted from market- 
ing decisions by wholesalers that enable 
the store to plan its retailing strategy 
for the near future. 


A spokesman for Pathmark Super- 


markets, an East Coast chain, also said 
his company had tried and abandoned 
the freeze idea. "It is an effective thing 
only when consumers have a lot of dis- 
cretionary income and can afford to 
stockpile," he said, noting that budgets 
today generally are too tight to allow 
purchases of large amounts. 


He said that instead of an "Early 


Warning System," Pathmark puts out 
what it calls "value planners," an- 
nouncing what items will be on sale in 
future weeks and urging consumers to 
wait to purchase these products. 
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U.S. looking seriously at windmill for future power 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The federal government is getting 


serious about the windmills as it pumps more money into the 
development of new designs for the ancient energy source. 


For centuries of European and Asian civilization, 


windmills ground grain, drove ships and pumped water. But 
their importance declined with the discovery of oil and the 
invention of the steam engine. In this country they have been 
used on individual farms to pump water and drive electric 
generators. 


Now, with world energy supplies growing scarcer and costs 


soaring, the windmill has acquired a new appeal as a clean, 
limitless source of power. 


The National Science Foundation and National Aeronautics 


and Space Administration this week awarded $500.000 
contracts to two industrial firms for preliminary design of 
very large wind energy systems. 


The contractors, General Electric Co. Space Division and 


Kaman Aerospace Corp., will examine modern versions of 
windmills at sizes that generate 100 kilowatts for use by small 
communities or farm cooperatives to 3 megawatts for 
possible connection into the power networks of large utility 
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companies. 


A 3 megawatt windmill would be the largest ever built. Its 


rotor blades would be about 200 feet in diameter and each 
windmill could produce enough electricity to supply 100 to 200 
homes. NASA reported. 


The foundation plans to invest $30 million in wind energy 


research projects in the next five years and already has 


invested nearly $1 million in construction of a 100 kilowatt 
windmill near Sandusky, Ohio. 


The Ohio windmill, to be completed next July, will stand 


160 feet tall and its 120-foot diameter blades are intended to 
catch the wind and convert it to enough power to run 10 
homes. 


That project and the newest studies are being managed for 


the foundation by NASA's Lewis Research Center, Cleveland. 


Other wind energy projects sponsored by the foundation 


include research on the wind itself, methods of harnessing 
wind energy, small systems for remote areas, and the 
assessment of environmental, legal, social, economic and 
other issues regarding wind power. 


The Atomic Energy Commission also announced this week 


that it is testing an egg-beater-shaped wind turbine whose 
15-foot blades drive into the wind to generate electricity. A 
prototype has been mounted atop a building at the Sandia 
Laboratories in Albuquerque. N.M. 


The AEC said this vertical axis turbine has the potential for 


wide use in the Great Plains and other places where the wind 
blows regularly with sufficient velocity. 


In another recent development. Honolulu has said it is the 


first American city to pay for a study of the feasibility of 
building windmills. 


Donald Grace of the University of Hawaii Center for 


Engineering Research, which is conducting the study, said 
preliminary investigation indicates that a windmill,'which 
costs about $50,000. would pay 'or itself within seven years 
and could last up to 50 years. 


He said it takes about $7,000 a year to buy enough fuel to 


produce the same amount of energy as one windmill. 


University researchers monitored wind speeds on several 


Hawaiian mountain peaks and found several where speeds 
reached an average of 20 to30 miles an hour. Ten m.p.h is the 
minimum needed. 


I 
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Earlier this year. Prof William E. Heronomus. a civil 


engineer at the University of Massachusetts in Amherst. 
proposed an ambitious scheme to supply all of New 
England's electricity with a network of giant windmills 
anchored offshore in the Atlantic Ocean. 


He said 14,700 windmills located 12 to 200 miles offshore 


would generate 159 billion kilowatt hours of electricity a year 
— four times as much as the six New England states used last 
year. And the load could be easily doubled, he said. 


Among technological problems that would have to be 


solved, he said, are designing large propellers that would 
turn easily and withstand hurricanes. 


William Irving, director of research and environmental 


affairs for Boston Edison, said another problem is what to do 
when the wind is calm. 


"We couldn't see a utility putting all those millions of 


dollars offshore and then depending heavily on it," Irving 
said. "We'd have to have some kind of backup." 


He said utilities are studying the uses of wind as a source 


of electricity in the future. But right now they are going 
.ahead with a program to build nuclear power plants.

old classic. 


The Texas victory clinched at least a 


Southwest Conference title tie for the 
Bears—the first such honor for the Bap- 
tist school in 50 years. Baylor can win 
the crown outright by defeating Rice 
Saturday in Waco. 


Baylor is 5-1 in SWC play and Texas 


and the Aggies finished 5-2. 


Teaff was asked by telephone jf this 


was the happiest day of his life and he 
said: "No, it isn't. Tomorrow could be, 
if we beat Rice.

ership and coaching, I'd say they're 
kind of like when Detroit lost those first 
four and then won six of their next 
seven," he said. 


The Packers, one game behind first 


place Minnesota (7-4) in the National 
Conference Central Division, must win 
their last three games and hope the Vik- 
ings lose two. Should the Packers and 
Minnesota finish tied, the Vikings would 
earn the playoffs for having a better 
record against Central teams.

The Aggies fumbled a third time and 


Billy Schott kicked a 33-yard field goal 
for a 17-0 Texas lead in the first period. 


Texas, which now has won 34 consecu-

USDA program to give early 
detection to defects in grain 


WASHINGTON - To detect unusual 


defects in the nation's grain as soon as 
possible after harvesting begins, the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) has established an "early alert 
program." 


The program will be conducted jointly 


by the USDA's Agricultural Marketing 
Service CAMS) and the National Grain 
and Feed Association (NGFA). 


The program—which 
supplements 


grain inspection and grading services 
already offered under the U.S. Grain 
Standards Act-is designed lo alert 
AMS-designated grain inspection 
agencies and the grain industry of pos- 
sible grading problems that could go 
undiscovered in Ihe early stages of the 
marketing process. . 


According to AMS officials, in recent 


years infrequent or localized defects 
such as red-striped com, molt led soy- 
beans, and sprout-damaged sorghums 
have disrupted the orderly grading and 
marketing of grain. Officials believe 
that the program will prevent some of 
the problems that such defects have 
caused. 


Under the program, as a crop is har- 


vested, certain stratecally located coun- 
try elevators, designated by NGFA. will 
send samples of the new crop directly to 
USDA's laboratroy in Beltsville. Md. Of- 
ficial grain inspection agencies also 
may send early samples to Beltsville 
through the AMS grain division field of- 
fices. 


At Beltsville the grain samples will be 


examined for unusual problems. If an 
unusual defect is found that down- 
grades the grain, AMS will notify offi- 
cial grain inspection agencies. NFGA, 
other members of the grain industry. 


and USDA's extension service. Also, il 
necessary. AMS will conduct special 
grain grading seminars and distribute 
samples of the unusual defect to inspec- 
tion agencies.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am a girl, 17. 


About two years ago I started to get ner- 
vous. I went to my doctor a year ago and 
he said nothing physical was wrong with 
me but that I might go to a mental 
health clinic. I didn't go because I don't 
have any problems. 


I get so nervous I start shaking all 


over and I can't stop. Twice now it's got- 
ten so bad that my eyesight blacked out 
for a second and I felt like I was going to 
faint. I'm afraid next time I will. 


When I was yo-ing I had meningitis 


and rheumatic fe^er. Please help me. 
I'm scared. - L.M. 


What do you mean by trying to tell me 


you don't have any problems? Then you 
tell me you get so nervous you shake all 
over. 


That's your problem — your nerves. 


It's what can be technically called an 
"anxiety neurosis." 


Your doctor has checked you and 


finds no physical cause. So he rightly 
deduces that if it isn't physical, it must 
be emotional. And he quite rightly ad- 
vises you to go to a mental health clinic. 


It's apparent that you yourself don't 


know what is causing your anxiety — 
your neurosis. But skilled mental health 
people often can find out what is both- 
ering you, even though you can't see it. 


I suggest you follow your doctor's ad- 


vice. Go to a mental health clinic. And 
stop saying you don't have any prob- 
lems, because you do. And you need 
some help. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would you com- 


ment on inner ear trouble and ringing 
noises? - G.H.W. 


Ringing noises in the ears may (or 


may not) signify inner ear trouble. High 
blood pressure can be a cause; so can 
certain medications; impacted wax is a 
possibility. For a discussion of the prob- 
lem, 
I suggest that you send 15 cents

Chewing paint of any sort is dan- 


gerous. Some paint contains lead, but 
other chemicals also can be toxic. 


If the brothers can't keep their bat- 


teries out of sight, and out of reach, I 
would not let them have any more, until 
they learn how. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My son just 


turned 4. He attends a day care center 
and catches every virus and cold the 
kids have. 


I should mention that he is half of a set 


of twins. His sister died at one week, a 
case of sudden infant death. Can you 
help us understand why the boy reacts 
to fever as he does? Whenever his fever 
goes to 101, he becomes extremely weak 
- Mrs. B.R. 


It is not unusual for some youngsters, 


especially gregarious ones, to pick up 
infections on starting school. Kids are 
careless about coughing and muffling 
sneezes, and even about exchanging eat- 
ing utensils. 


In view of the fact that your son's sis- 


ter died of sudden infant death syn- 
drome, and because of vour son's appar- 
ent susceptibility tu i< ''tction, it may be 
he has a low gamma globulin level. 
Gamma globulin is a factor in the blood 
contributing to resistance and immu- 
nity from infection. 


This factor can be determined from an 


approp: ate blood test, and I suggest 
you discuss his having such a test with 
your doctor. 


Low blood sugar is often the cause of 


faintness, headaches, visual and emo- 
tional disturbances. To learn how it can 
be identified and brought under control, 
write to Thosteson in care of The Post- 
Crescent for a copy of "Help for Hy- 
poglycemia," enclosing a long, self-ad- 
dressed, stamped envelope and 25 cents.

Older students adding 
plus to Valley campus 


The college campus is no longer a ref- 


uge for the young. 


Statistics released by the University 


of Wisconsin Center-Fox Valley show 
that 32.6 per cent of the total student en- 
rollment of about 700 is older than 25; 
and that 19 of them are older than 62. 
The halls of ivy apparently are proving 
more attractive to the women 62 and 
older than the men. Of the elderly tak- 
ing notes in lecture halls or bending 
over lab tables, 11 are women and eight 
are men. 


In addition to the 231 students older 


than 25 who are taking courses for 
credit, an additional 19 are enrolled as 
auditors, student services office records 
show. 


Students older than 25 break down 


into 111 men and 139 women, represent- 
ing 16 and 20 per cent, respectively, of 
the total enrollment. 


Of those adult men, 93 are married 


and 18 are single; 109 of the women are 
married and 30 single. 


The largest single group among the 


"over-25" students is that of men stu- 
dents between 24 and 30, of whom there 
are 65. There are 27 male students be- 
tween 31 and 40; eight between 41 and 
50; and four between 51 and 61. The 
largest group of women falls in the 
group between 31 and 40, of whom there 
are 44; but ages 24-30 is just behind, 
with 43 students. There are 25 women 
between 41 and 50 and 15 between 51 and 
61. 


The credit load the older students are 


taking indicates that their academic 
goals are serious, the statistics show. 
Only 10 are taking fewer than three 
credits. 


Eighty-one of the older students are 


carrying three credits, 52 women and 29 
men. Forty-four of them. 14 women and 
30 men. are enrolled for six credits. 
Twelve students are taking nine credits, 
six men and six women. Thirteen are 
carrying a full-time load of 12 credits; 


that group includes _12 jnen and_one 
woman. The total number of students 
taking more than 12 credits totals 29, of 
whom 13 are women and 16 are men. 
One "over-25" student, a man, is car- 
rying 18 credits. •

about my 11-year-old son. He has some 
odd little habits which may mean noth- 
ing, but they persist and seem to be get- 
ting worse.

Dear N.N.: Many reople have compul- 


sive habits—small peculiarities known 
only to themselves. (Remember "If I 
step on a crack, I'll break my mother's 
back"?) These "quirks" are rooted in 
fear and insecurity. To tell a child (or an 
adult) to "stop the nonsense" rarely 
does any good. More than will power is 
needed. 


Take your son to a specialist for 


psychological testing and learn the ex- 
tent of his insecurity. Your physician 
can direct you. The boy may need more 
help than you can give him. 


Dear Ann Landers: You settled an ar- 


gument for us last year and everyone 
was satisfied. Now will you please help 
us again? 


A long-time friend of ours was so 


proud he could hardly stand it. His wife 
gave birth to their first child—a baby 
girl.

English bishop names 
adviser on science

NEW YORK - Church attendance has 


been in a general decline for 50 years ex- 
cept for a brief period in the 1950s when 
McCarthyism and fears of communism 
caused an upsurge, according to a new 
study of trends in American religion. 


The study centered on the attitudes of 


college students, concluding that their 
growing movement away from ortho- 
doxy and toward individuality has con- 
tributed to the over-all reduction in the 
influence of organized religion on Amer- 
ican lives. 


Dean R. Hoge, assistant professor of 


Christianity and society at Princeton 
Theological Seminary, conducted the 
study, "Commitment on Campus, 
Changes in Religion and Values Over 
Five Decades," which is being distrib- 
uted by the Westminster Press, the pub- 
lishing house of the United Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A. 


While interest in religion among un- 


dergraduates has become evident 
in 


widespread voluntary enrollment in re- 
ligion courses, orthodoxy, church com- 
mitment and traditional religious be- 
havior have diminished in recent years, 
Hoge said. 


The 50-year study showed a decline in 


such orthodox precepts as the belief in 
God and an afterlife from the early 1920s 
to the mid-thirties. Orthodoxy rose from 
the late '30s to the early '50s, when 
McCarthyism was at its peak, and then 
went into a decline that has persisted 
since. 


Hoge finds that religious interest is 


distinguishable from orthodoxy, tradi- 
tional commitment and participation. 
The distinction between religious inter- 
est and traditional religious commit- 
ment is analogous to that between politi- 
cal interest and commitment to a 
particular political party, he explained. 


Seminary enrollments gave the re- 


searchers another area m which to find 
evidence of a general decline in the in- 
fluence of organized religion on young 
people. In 1955 there were about 2.5 
times as many students in Protestant 
seminaries as in both 1925 and 1935, 
while enrollment in all graduate educa- 
tion in the United States rose by more 
than 800 per cent between 1923 and 1955. 


The over-all trends in Protestant 


seminary enrollments indicated mild 
gains during the '20s ar.d '30s, Hcge re- 
ported, rapid gains between World War 
II and the mid-1950s and then a decrease 


• that is continuing. He noted that the in- 


terest of college students in religion 
courses did not carry over to a desire to 
train for the ministry. 


Roman Catholic seminaries also had 


steady increases in enrollment from 
1945 to 1962. the study showed, and then 
leveled off after Vatican Council II un- 
leashed liberalizing forces. 


The survey found marked declines in 


orthodox beliefs about God and im- 
mortality among young people from the 
late 1940's to the late 1960s. Church at- 
tendance declined almost as much. In 
both instances the decreases 
were 


greater than they were for the total pop- 
ulation. 


Hoge said the study reaffirmed sev- 


eral changes in students through the 
half-century from 1914 to 1969: 


—.There has been a rise in individual 


freedom and personal autonomy, with 
more personal responsibility than in the 
past. Young people have been increas- 
ingly treated more as adults, receiving 
more responsibility for forming their 
own views and guiding their behavior. 


—There has been a change in moral 


orientation, with a shift to more gener- 
alized and flexible values and greater 
tolerance. 


—There has been a rise of a self-con- 


scious youth culture in the last two dec- 
ades, with freedom from the dictates of 
the traditional culture. 


Along with these developments have 


come improved scholastic aptitude and 
earlier physical maturity, Hoge ob- 
served.

"One long-range change in all Ameri- 


can culture seems to underlie the five- 
decade changes found among stu- 
dents," he said, "and that is the gradual 
extension of tolerance and appreciation 
in American society for ethnic and reli- 
gious diversity. 


"The old-line Protestant domination 


of American cultural life has given way 
to greater pluralism during the last 
half-century." 


In an overview of the 215-page study, 


Hogesaid: 


"We have uncovered a long gradual 


decline in church attendance and have 
argued that it is a reflection of under- 
lying modernization trends. 


"Our guess is that this long-range 


gradual decline will continue, but' it 
may be eclipsed by dramatic and more 
immediate changes of various sorts." 


Present social indications make a re- 


turn to the religious life of the 1950s 
seem somewhat unlikely. Hoge said, 


predicting reduced church participation 
for two reasons: 


1. Young people are straying away 


from church attendance and probably 
will continue to stay away. 


2. Many cc:~p'JS ministers and ob- 


servers describe a turning away from a 
theology of social involvement 
and 


toward immediate and personal cjm- 
cerns. 


"The new emphasis is on the per- 


sonal, the mystical, and the movement 
of the Spirit," Hoge explained. 


"Along with it there has appeared 


new religious interest in many places, 
which takes both Judeo-Christian and 
nontraditional forms. 


"Survey data suggest that the Jesus 


movement, in spite of the attention 
given it, is not widespread, and in any 
event is not very much related to the or- 
ganized church. The new religious inter- 
est is not likely to have much impact pn 
over-all church participation."

The Christmas shopping season got off to a rousing start 


Friday in Appleton. as evidenced by the swarms of people 
and vehicles crowding the downtown area. 


The largest of the downtown stores, H. C Prange Co re- 


ported that business was up from last year's Christmas 
shopping inaugural day. and that sales were about double 
those of last Friday. 


A26-year-old Green Bay woman was roe of the many hun- 


dreds of shoppers in downtown Appleton. She was in town 
shopping with her mother, and at 9:45 a.m. in Prange's she 
gained something of a dubious distinction. 


She became the first person arrested for shoplifting dur- 


ing the bustling shopping day in the city. 


The woman, a schoolteacher, was not with her mother at 


the time she slipped a $12 necklace out of the jewelry depart- 
ment and into her coat pocket. From the first floor she went 
.to the basement budget center where she was stopped bv 
security personnel and ushered to the security office. 


Later the woman told police she had enough money with 


her to pay for the necklace. She didn't know why she took it. 


One thing appears certain now. She will be prosecuted 


and chances are good that she will end up with a fine and the 
personally adverse publicity that attends such a conviction. 


She won't be the only one, however, to get caught in the act 


of shoplifting. Several other persons were reported appre- 
hended at stores in and around Appleton during the day. And 
those..who get caught stand a poor chance of winning their 
,

cases, or having them cut off before they get to the prose- 
cution stage. 


"We prosecute everybody we catch." stated Anthony Cu- 


satis, manager of Gimbels Fox Cities. "We can't afford to be 
sensitive to the shoplifting problem and expect to survive. 
They (shoplifters) must be taught a lesson." 


Those sentiments were echoed by other store managers, 


including Ken Heuring. operations manager for Prange's. 
Prange's. like most other department stores in the areu, has 
established a vigorous record of prosecuting shoplifters. 


And this time of year the apprehension and prosecution of 


shoplifters become vital, because, as one store manager put 
it, this is the quarter in which the profits are made. 


Several store managers agreed that from September 


through December, a department store takes in one-third or 
more of its business. And it can't afford losses from such 
things as shoplifting. 


Heuring explained that a store like Prange's operates on a 


varied system of profits and losses. For example, with high 
competition among stores in the sale of toys. Prange's may 
take losses on many toys in the hope that the prices will 
serve as "come-ons" to purchases of more profitable items. 


If losses from shoplifting are high, gains must be made 


elsewhere. One obvious area is in overall higher prices, but 
once those are instituted, the store risks losing business to 
competitors. 


Many stores beef up not only their sales staffs (from 10-20 


per cent) during the Christmas season, but they also 
strengthen their security efforts, either adding new people 


or extending the hours of the existing staff. 


The trend has been toward prevention of shoplifting 


through better training of employes, although Heuring ad- 
mits, "Most of our store personnel are not authorized to 
make an apprehension unless they have a cold, clear-cut 
case." 


In most instances, only the security personnel handle the 


apprehensions. 


With more people out shopping, the store managers be- 


lieve the total amount of shoplifting is up, but not dispropor- 
tionately to the amount of business. 


Some, like Fred Scheidell, manager of Treasure Island, 


are more on the lookout for the professional shoplifters. He 
believes shoplifters probably will be at work mostly during 
peak periods of business because they are less likely to get 
caught. 


Heuring concurs, in part. "It's the pros we're really afraid 


of. The pros that work in pairs —those are the ones that will 
kill you. 


"A couple of good pros on a day like today would take like 


$500 or S800 out of here, while you could have 20 amateurs 
who wouldn't approach that figure," he said. 


S t i l l , he thinks the pros also will work the slack periods, 


such as when business is low and when employes are on 
breaks. 


Cusatis has some different views. "Ironically, apprehen- 


sions always have been low this weekend," he said, even 
though he admitted it was possibly the busiest weekend of 


the year for his store. 


He figures that many professionals stay away because 


they know the stores have additional workers and that all the 
employes are psyched up for the selling period. And he be- 
lieves that the professionals are most likely to strike the 
hardest during lull periods. 


In adution. amateur shoplifters are less likely to try any- 


thing because of the nature of the shopping crowd, which he 
said consists largely of families. In such a group, shoplifting 
is frowned upon. 


Cusatis said it would be a fallacy to believe that children 


are the primary shoplifters. 


He said one group to pay much closer attention to would be 


those persons supporting drug habits. A person with a $50 
per day drug habit would have to steal $100 or more in goods 
to be able to get enough money from a fence to buy his drugs, 
Cusatis said. 


Those children who do shoplift, he said, do it either on a 


dare or because they have something against the store or so- 
ciety m general. 


People have to understand that "it's not a tycoon in a fancy 


New York office who gets hurt. It's the little people who 
work here who get hurt," Cusatis said. 


He added that few people actually steal things out of need. 


He said he has been in the retail business for more than 25 
years and has been through a couple of recessions and never 
has noticed a major increase in shoplifting because of hard 
economic times.

Winnebago County Circuit Court 


Judge Edmund P. Arpin set aside an or- 
der from the Wisconsin Employment 
Relations Commission (WERC) that 
would have forced the city to rehire the 
worker with back pay. 


Robert Robbins, who now lives at 800 


Roosevelt St., Menasha, was fired on 
Dec. 31, 1970, when city officials learned 
he had moved out of Neenah. A 1965 city 
ordinance states city employes must 
live within Neenah's boundaries unless 
special permission is granted by the 
city's finance committee. 


Following Robbins' dismissal, a 


WERC arbitrator ruled on two occasions 
that he should be reinstated to his job 
and be awarded back pay. The arbi- 
trator ruled the city residency require- 
ment was an unreasonable work rule, 
not related to the job performed by Rob- 
bins; therefore he had been fired with- 
out just cause. 


The WERC subsequently ordered the 


arbitrator's decision be enforced, but 
the city refused to comply without a 
court test.

gian hors?s valued together at 
57,500 were shot and k i l l e d 
Thursday at the Ruven Abel farm, 
route 1. Shiocton. 


One of the horses was found dead 


in a soybean pasture behind the 
barn about 3 p.m., while ihe other 
carcass was found about 5 a.m 
Friday, only some 75 feet from the 
first horse. 


Mrs. Abel speculated that both 


horses may have been shot between 
11 a.m. and 1 p.m. Thursday, but 
wandered around tor varying peri- 
ods of time before they died. She 
said ihe pasture was not posted, but 
that hunters would not have been so 
obstructed by anything that they 
didn't know they were shootmg at 
horses and not deer. 


Neither of the horses was insured. 
Mrs. Abel said one horse was shot 


in the stomach and the other in the 
hind quarter. Each was struck by 
one siug or bullet. Both horses had 
been nursing colts, but neither colt 
was harmed. 


Several cars were parked in the 


area, and Mrs. Abel believed there 
may have been eight or more hunt- 
ers m the neighborhood of the farm. 


She said the family has been rais- 


ing horses at the farm for a number 
of years, but that none of the horses 
have ever been shot before.

Children and prisons 


I he Governor's Advocacy Committee on Children and 


Youth has recommended that the Wisconsin Child Center at 
Sp.:r:a uc closed The committee said more emphasis and 
funds should be placed upon aid to natural parents and foster 
homes. 


Throughout the country, the incidence of crime, mischief 


and inoial breakdown by children under 16 is incieasing. 
The confusion many parents and educators feel is reflected 
m main social agencies as well. There are various opinions 
and programs but the statistics indicate that so far no real 
answer has been found. 


Years ago the methods used were harsh. Childien were 


beaten, imprisoned, even executed for such oifenses as steal- 
ing a loaf of bread. There is l i t t l e sign that fear of such pun- 
ishment pievenled many crimes. In more recent times 
youngsters were taken from unfortunate environments and 
placed in institutions. That hasn't worked either. 


"I he thinking behind the recommendation of the gover- 


nors committee is that children need homes, and trying to 
help them within the framework of their own homes or foster 
homes might be the solution. 


A recent sin vey conducted in Neenah showed that parents, 


teachers and administrators feel moral character and re- 
spccl for self and others aie among the most important as- 
sets th- school can develop in students. Yet there is no real 
indication that the school can do this, or that it should be a 
school's major responsibility More, the survey reveals the 
growing uincein in schools about the problems of juvenile 
delinquency.

Wnen Wallace was nn Alabama state 


legislator in the 1940s, labeled "latica!" 
by the local chamber of commerce1, his 
political backing came mostly from 
lower income groups — workers, fai [ti- 
ers and shopkeepers. These same voters 
constituted his suppor t in earlier guber- 
natorial races 
But. as of 1974. with 


Wallace's position in national politics 
both more prominent and more "con- 
servative." he has expanded yeste- 
rvear's base to include the bulk of 
middle class and upper class Alabama. 


This month, Wallace chalked up 85 


per cent of the two party vote, the high 
est gubernatorial percentage 
in 
the 


country Doing so, he cut deeply mto the 
affluent constituency that had" hitherto 
shunned him. In the Mobile, Montgom- 
ery and Birmingham areas. 50-7.5 per 
cent of those voting for GOP Reps John 
Buchanan, William Dickinson and Jack 
Edwards also endorsed the pmev woods 
populist governor Wallace notched up 
surprisingly large vote totals in places 
likeVestavia Hills and Mountain Brook, 
upper-middle class bailiwicks much 
like their cousins in Pittsburgh or Chi- 
cago\ few observers saw this coming ear- 
lier, estimating that Wallace captured 
SO per cent of the middle class ballots m 
the spring Democratic gubernatorial 
primary. And intnguilmgly, Wallace 
himself has long expected such gams 
Writer Marshall Frady. in his excellent 
political biography of the controversial 
Alabartnan. sa>s that Wallace's blue- 
print is a coalition of "trV wurkingman

PLO actions worry Hussein 


AMMAN — "The danger of war is 


real, very real. I am worried about an 
eruption." That dark assessment was 
made by King Hussein of Jordan the 
other day during an interview at his pal- 
ace here. It reflects a considered judg- 
ment of what is likely to happen in the 
Near East with the recognition of Yasir 
Arafat and his followers as the legiti- 
mate representatives of the Palestinian 
cause. 


For. as recent events make plain. 


Arafat and his Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation (PLO) are condemned to jets 
of terrorism and violence Not c ly is Is- 
rael, which occupies most of Palestine, 
refusing to deal with him. but Hussein, 
who plays host to most Palestinians, is 
not going to help him either. 


Until the PLO was recognize j by the 


Arab heads of state meeting in Rabat, 
and then by the United Nations. Hussein 
considered himself the principal custo- 
dian of the Palestinian cause. He ex- 
pected that, as part of the diplomatic 
process sel in motion by United States 
Secretary- of State Henry Kissinger, he 
would negotiate with Israel for that part 
of his kingdom west of the Jordan River 
which the Israelis seized during the six- 
day war of 1967. 


Once the west bank had been recov- 


ered. Hussein proposed to hold a refer- 
endum in ihc territory. The local popu- 
lation would choose beiwen being an in- 
tegral part of Jordan or becoming an 


autonomous 
Palestinian 
homeland 


bound by loose federal ties to Jordan 


At the Rabat meeting, Kussem's pro- 


giam for a Palestinian homeland on the 
west bank of the Jordan was rejected in 
favor of Arafat and the PLO. Hussein 
has accepted the decision and is now- 
concentrating on the core of his king- 
dom, east of the Jordan As he put it 
"We now have to take anothci look at 
ourselves." 


The first part of that look involves a 


basic reorganization of the country 
There will be new elections, a n^w par- 
liament and a new COP lutiun. Inevita- 
bly, the new arrange, icnts will work 
against the Palestinians living on the 
west bank of the Jordan. 


When he was custodian for their fu- 


ture. Hussein reserved half ihc seats in 
the Jordanian parliament for the west 
bank Palestinians and hJf the posts in 
the cabinet Now most of those reserved 
positions will go to citizens of the cast 
bank 


A not so pleasant choice, moreover, is 


going to confront the 900.000 Palesti- 
nians who live on the cast bank. In the 
past, they could balance between their 
own nationalist feelings and the king 
Thus back in 1970. when a bitter war for 
Jordan was fought between the king's 
army and the guerrilla forces loyal to 
the PLO. manj of the Palestinians in 
this country stood on she sidelines. 


Now. as Hussein puts it. "The Palesti- 


nians here will have to decide whether 


they are with us or not." They will be 
allowed to retain all present benefits, 
but they will be expected to become full 
citizens with the obligation to pay taxes, 
and obey other government laws and 
regulations At least some who have 
congregated in refugee camps around 
Amman will be resettled, since Jordan 
intends to concentrate heavily on agri- 
cultural production, as distinct from 
tourist services, in the future. 


Hussem expects that most of the Pa- 


lestinians here will turn their backs on 
the PLO and cooperate fully with his 
government The more so as'he has no 
intention of allowing the PLO to come 
back to Jordan in force. 


He has no doubts that the PLO will try 


to infiltrate commandos and weapons 
through Jordan for operations against 
Israel. But he is not going to tolerate 
training camps and military outposts on 
a big scale. "Wc are determined." he 
told me. "to insure that there will be no 
repetition of the arms buildup which led 
to the conflagration of 1970." 


Without bases here, and m Hit face of 


deiernnned Israeli opposition, the PLO 
is going to find it impossible to liberate 
Palestine. Arafat and his men will be 
more and more driven back to terrorist 
operations and hijacking tactics. Those 
actions only 
will increase tensions 


which already are close to bringing on 
the war Hussein so deeply fears.

GREEN BAY — Cow power may be 


one of tomorrow's energy sources, if ex- 
periments such as the one being done at 
the University of Wisconsin-Green Bay 
prove successful. 


The project involves the designs and 


construction of an experimental anaero- 
bic digestor which will soon be oper- 
ating on a farrrTnear the campus. It will 
use the action of anaerobic bacteria to 
convert waste (in this case the manure 
produced by three cows) to liquid ferti- 
lizer and methane gas. 


David Freedman, a UWGB sophomore 


from Worcester, Mass., has supervised 
construction of the digestor since the 
project started early last summer. Ac- 
cording to Freedman, studies show that 
the quality of the methane gas which 
can be produced is nearly equal to that 
of natural gas and can readily be used 
as a substitute for such conventional 
energy sources as oil, coal or nuclear 
power. 


The digestor, Freedman says, will be 


the first of its kind operating on a Wis- 
consin farm. Freedman explains that 
while there are other anaerobic diges- 
ters in existence, none have been built in 
cold climates. Therefore, one of the 
main purposes of the project is testing 
the feasibility of operating such a unit 
during cold weather. Since the digestor 
must be kept at a constant temperature 
of 95 degrees Fahrenheit, during the 
winter most of the gas will be used to 
heat the system, unless another source 
of energy can be found. One possibility 
under investigation by the research 
team is the use of solar panels, special 
units which convert the power of the sun 
into energy. 


Last April, financing came in the 


form of a S14.000 National Science Foun- 
dation grant for energy-related re- 
search.- The project started in earnest 
during the summer, with the students 
designing the digestor and searching 
for an appropriate site. 


The team also did research projects in 


several related areas. These projects in- 
cluded^n investigation of the ecological 
impact of the unit, a social survey of 
farmers' attitudes, soil testing, micro- 
biological studies and solar panel fea- 
sibility studies. The research has con- 
tinued into the fall semester. 


The actual building of the digestor 


took place in August, after the students 


arranged to build the unit on the farm of 
Bob Schott. Schott is a university em- 
ployee who has property adjacent to the 
campus. 


When it became apparent that the cost 


of excavation would be more than they 
could afford, the students asked for and 
received assistance from the local Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve unit. An eight-man 
team, commanded by Capt. Richard G. 
Erickson, excavated the site and in- 
stalled the digestor early in August. 
They returned in September to install 
the electrical system. "It's doubtful that 
we could have done it without their 
help," Freedman said. 


The digestor is completed and ready 


to go. The circulating pump, which re- 
cently arrived from the manufacturer, 
was to be installed by Thanksgiving. 


The students expect the digestor to be 


working smoothly by next summer. The 
tentative summer plans include a con- 
tinuation of data collection and an at- 
tempt to integrate the project into 
UWGB's academic and research pro- 
grams. Freedman sees the transfer of 
the project into UWGB's academic pro- 
gram as one of their most important 
goals. "The five key students will be 
leaving within three years," he says. "If 
this project is to have continuity, it must 
become part of the university's pro- 
gram."

Energetic but flawed

Of all the rock bands I've seen live 


in concert, none has come close to 
touching the stage magic of Mick 
Jaggcr and the Rolling Stones, par- 
ticularly the 1969 appearance at Chi- 
cago. 


There was a magic in that perform- 


ance made possible by a combination 
of the group's distinctive music and 
the unique talents of Jagger. His 
movements on stage were a show by 
themselves. 


With this background, I'll admit to 


a little disappointment with the 
movie. "Ladies and Gentlemen, The 
Rolling Stones." now playing at Ap- 
pleton's Marc 2 and Oshkosh's Plaza 
theaters. 


The film, which is nothing more 


than a concert (actually three con- 
certs were used), has no plot, no in- 
terviews or backstage scenes - just 
music. Presented properly, it could 
have been dynamite because a Roll- 
ing Stones performance is an event in 
rock music. But it failed in threecate- 
gories: 


• Sound quality was poor. 
• Camera work was amateurish, 


with the subsequent edit ing choppy. 


• Continuity was lacking because 


of the switching from one concert to 
another. The band wore different 
clothes for each concert and the cuts 
back and forth were distracting. 


Despite the flaws, "Ladies and 


Gentlemen, The Rolling Stones," is 
recommended viewing for any fan of 


rock music, even those not particu- 
larly drawn to Jagger's group. The 
film does manage to preserve the raw 
energyof Jaggerandattimesdemon- 
strates the musical tightness of the 
group, despite the inferior sound. 


Having been considered a top sex 


symbol in rock for a decade, Jagger 
could be expected to attract a lot of 
young women to the theater, al- 
though it's generally been accepted 
his appeal msy be as strong with 
men. Of the Thanksgiving night au- 
dience when I attended, however, 
most were male. The audience was 
small and quiet, which indicates ei- 
ther Jagger is losing his appeal or we 
are past the point of super groups at- 
tract ing young, shriek ing girls to the 
theater. 


This film was made after the most 


recent Stones tour, which I did not 
witness, but having seen them twice. 
I can't help but feel the editing of the 
three concerts used was not repre- 
sentative. Selected were most of the 
fast numbers, even though Mick and 
Keith Richard generally have a low- 
key, acoustic set within each concert. 
There was only one acoustic number 
shown here. I would have preferred 
more variety. 


The Rolling Stones may be past 


their peak and if they tour again, the 
old magnetism may be lessened. It's 
too bad that someone did not have the 
foresight to dc a documentary of an 
earlier tour to preserve for posterity 
a high quality movie of the world's 
best rock and roll band in its prime.

Billionaire H.L. Hunt 
dies in Dallas at 85 


DALLAS (AP) - H.L. H u n t , who liked 


10 picture himself as a one-time farm 
boy w i t h a fifih-grade etluc.ilinn. died 
Friday after a lifetime during which he 
accumulated one of the world's great 
foriunes 


He was 85 and had been in Baylor Hos- 


pital here since Sepiember. He entered 
the hospital because of a flu virus. The 
family did not immediately report the 
cause of his death 


Muni once was known as a big-lime 


gambler, particularly on sports events. 
Bui he slopped gambling and smoking in his 
Inter years Lights in his home generally 
were out by 10 p ni 


Liberals mn.si'Jercd him a svmbol of

the far right and of big business. Con- 
servatives lauded him. 


Hunt himself preferred lo be known as 


a constructive, noi a conservative. He 
said the money he spent was aimed at 
better government. He once told a na- 
tional television audience on a lalk show 
that the last really good president was 
Calvin Coolidge. 


He sponsored such radio programs as 


Life Line and Facts Forum, wrote a 
newspaper column with the help of a 
ghost writer, and published numerous 
b xiks. One book was his own. called 
"Alpaca" about a mythical country for 
which he wrote what he considered the 
perfect constitution. 


No one knew just how much he was 


worth. Hunt himself probably didn't 
even know although he kept close watch 
on the dollars He once was quoted as 
saying that anyone who knew how rich 
he was wasn't very rich. 


His fortune has been estimated at 


around 52 billion, placing him in the fi- 
nancial atmosphere of such men as oil- 
man J. Paul Getty and Howard Hughes. 


Asked his secret for making money. 


Hunt would say. "You have to be lucky. 
YOU have to be of an acquisitive nature, 
aggressive and thrifty." 


He was born Feb. 17. 1889. on a farm 


at Ramsey. Ill . youngest of eight chil- 
dren of j Confederate war veteran. 


Hunt quit school in the fifth grade and 


roamed the country, working as a farm 
hand, lumberjack and cowboy. 


His father died five years later and 


left him less than S5.000. Hc'it parlayed 
that into what Getty has called the larg- 
est independent oil fortune in the nation. 


He bought a plantation in Arkansas 


mostly for taxes and debts but when oil 
was discovered m that state he headed 
for the oil fields. 


1 By the end of 1920. he was reputed to 
be a millionaire but his big riches were 
still ahead. 


These came from the FJast Texas oil 


field, greatest ever found to that time. 
He chugged along muddy, cut-up oil 
field roads in a Model T ford, buying 
and selling oil leases and watching over 
his drilling rigs. 


Then like manv East Texas oilmen, he 


moved to Dallas. He bought a replica of an 
oinsized copy of George Washington's Pota- 
mx: home overlooking a lake within the city. 
He. too. named his home Mount Vemon 


Primarily an unman, he later went 


into such businesses as pecans, asphalt, 
canned chickens, roses, a line of health 
foods - he became a faddist — and cos- 
metics. 


Stories of his frugality are legion. As- 


sociates of his bestknown son, Lamar 
Hunt, relate that l.amar had to borrow a 
dollar here and ihere from teammates 
for spending money when he was a 
third-stringer on the Southern Method- 
ist University football team. 


Lamar gamed national notice among 


the large, generally secretive Hunt fam- 
ily when he organized the American 
Football League, later merged with the 
National Football League. 


Lamar owns the Kansas City Chiefs 


football team and other sports enter- 
prises m addition to being an executive 
m the Hunt Oil Co. 


Another son. Nelson Bunker Hunt, has 


an international reputation as a race 
horse owner. He also is known as a com- 
modity dealer, and once tried to block 
the takeover of some of the family's 
Mideast oil properties by seeking to 
seize Arabian oil at U.S. ports. 


The billionaire's first wife was Lyda 


Bunker Hunt, a native of Lake Village, 
Ark 
Two years after his first wife's 


death, he married Ruth Ray Hunt, who 
survives him. 


Hunt also is survived by five daugh- 


ters, Mrs. Al G. Hill. Mrs. Hugo 
tt. 


Schoellkopf Jr.. June Hunt. Mrs. Ran- 
dall A. Kreiling and Mrs. Mark Meeks; 
five sons. Lamar, Nelson Bunker, Has- 
sie. W.H. and Ray; and numerous 
g r a n d c h i l d r e n 
and 
great-grand- 


children. 


Funeral services will be held Monday 


at the Dallas First Baptist Church, larg- 
est m the Southern Baptist denomina- 
tion and the church to which evangelist 
Billy Graham belongs. Hunt was a 
member of the church. 


Although Hunt was careful about what 


he spent, he also expressed questions 
about the value of money. 


"I don't spend much." he would say. 


"There's ncjihmg I want but what I'd 
buy. But I have no inclination to throw 
money away. 


"Money as money is nothing — it's 


just something to make bookkeeping 
convenient." 


Among his personal savings: Cutting 


his own hair with a patented cutting 
comb, carrying his lunch in a brown pa- 
per bag. parking blocks from the office 
to save 50 cents and walking about in his 
home turning out unnecessary lights. 


Hunt also believed m owning his com- 


panies outright and never was required 
to makepublicdisclosures of theirope rations 
because there was no outside stockholders.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Rachel Fil- 


ler, the 77-year-old millionairess, broke 
off her engagement to a 29-year-old 
Welsh chauffeur Friday and police were 
called to remove him from her estate. 


"It's finished." said a member of 


Miss Filler's staff. "The engagement is 
off. The whole thing is over." 


The engagement was revealed last 


month after the chauffeur. Michael Wil- 
son, placed an announcement in a Welsh 
newspaper. Miss Filler, who is an aunl 
of Happy Rockefeller and shared in an 
$8 million family inheritance in 1931. 
confirmed the plans. 


But Thursday, after Wilson's return 


from a trip, she said in a telephone in- 
terview she wasn't sure about the mar-' 
riage. 


"I son of think it's :oo much for me," 


she said. "I don't know. We haven't 
talked about it." 


The member of Miss Filler's staff 


said Wilson turned up on Thanksgiving 
at the Filler mansion on the fashionable 
Mam Line.

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Ford orders Butz to apologize

lent show across the country to convince Americans that food 
prices are not too hijjh. 


Butz also stirred up an angry reaction in President Ford's 


hometown of Grand Rapids. Mich., by describing it as a 
"country town" last August when Ford assumed the 
presidency. 


Critics of Butz also have pointed to his leadership of the 


Agriculture Department in a time of worldwide food crisis 
and for his part in an aborted arrangement in which the 
Soviet Union sought to buy $50 million in American grain 
early last monih. 


The Butz statement also was embarrassing to the Ford 


administration because of remarks made by Gen. George S. 
Brown, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, earlier this 
month. Brown said that Jewish money control led the nation's 
news media and banks. 


A f t e r Brown's statement was made p u b l i c , Ford 


summoned him to the White House and ordered a public 
apology for the remarks. 


Prior to the apology by Butz, the Roman Catholic 


Archdiocese of New York sent a telegram to President Ford 
demanding that Butz "apologize immediately or resign." It 
called the remark "a crude and pointed insult. 


The Archdiocese, which said Terence Cardinal Cooke was 


fully aware of the content of the telegram, told the President: 
"If Mr. Butz can speak this way and remains in your Cabinet, 
Catholics, Italo-Americans and the starving people of the 
world will all know how poorly they are esteemed by your 
Cabinet." 


The Senate of Priests, representing 1.500 priests who serve 


nearly two million Roman Catholics, sent Ford a telegram 
calling for the "immediate resignation or removal" of Butz. 


Rep. Mario Biaggi, D-N.Y., said Butz "has shown an 


offensive and bigoted mentality," and called on Ford to 
dismiss Butz for his "anti-Italian and anti-Catholic remark." 
'Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of Cincinnati, president 


of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, called for an 
apology and said that Butz "should begin to see the food crisis 
in its correct moral perspective rather than in the myopic 
way he has chosen to deal with this extremely complex and 
urgent problem." 


GM to lay off another 24,000 
indefinitely in late January

DETROIT (AP) - Sagging sales and 


high inventories have triggered the 
more widespread production cutbacks 
at General Motors. The automaker an- 
nounced Friday that another 24,000 
hourly workers will be laid off indefini- 
tely by the end of January. 


Some 40,000 GM workers already have 


been laid off indefinitely. In addition to 
the indefinite layoffs, GM announced 
Friday thai temporary layoffs for defi- 
nite periods will affect 41,000 workers in 
January — 11,000 more lhan in Decem- 
ber. 


The new announcements mean 105,000 


of GM's 370,000 blue-collar workers will' 
be off the job for part or all of January 
— 64,000 GM workers on indefinite lay- 
off and 41.000 idled for definite periods. 


Overall auto industry layoffs will af- 


fect almost 165,000 workers next week. 
The total including 71,200 workers at 
Chrysler, 39,900 at Ford and 53,875 at 
GM. Chrysler's overall blue-collar 
workforce is 105.000 and Ford's is 
178,000. 


American Motors Corp. has scheduled 


a one-week shutdown of its Gremlin and 
Hornet assembly lines in Kenosha, Wis., 
for next month, but has not released any 
figures on January layoffs. 


The cutbacks announced by GM on 


Friday were made so the company can 
trim production while its dealers sell a 
71-day stockpile of new cars. Its com- 
petitors are in worse shape, with stock- 
piles of 124 days at Chrysler, 100 days at 
American Motors and 84 days at Ford. 


During the most recent sales period. 


U.S. automakers' car sales were 35 per 
cent below a year ago. Chrysler was 
down 42 per cent, AMC 35 per cent, GM 
34 per cent and Ford 31 per cent.

Most of the 
temporary layoffs are set for December. 


Chrysler has not yet released sched- 


ules for January, but the firm has said 
that substantial cutbacks will be contin- 
ued into 1975. 


GM said Friday it will eliminate sec- 


ond shifts at two of its 22 U.S. assembly 
plants, slowing down the assembly lines 
at three other U.S. plants and one of its 
two Canadian plants. 


Second shifts will be eliminated be- 


ginning Jan. 13, at GM plants in Janes- 
ville, Wis., and Fremont, Calif., affect- 
ing 2,100 and 
1,600 assemblers 


respectively. 


Effective the same day, the firm said, 


the assembly line will be slowed at the 
Buick plant in Flint; the Oldsmobile 
plant in Lansing; and assembly plants 
in Fairfax, Kan., and Oshawa, Ont. In- 
definite layoffs at those locations and 
companion body plants will totai 4,220. 
4,220. 


Indefinite furloughs at component 


plants and other facilities throughout 
the vast GM system will bring the total 
of new indefinite layoffs to 24,000 by the 
end of January, GM said. 


A one-week shutdown beginning Jan. 


13 at Buick will affect 7,000 workers; a 
one-week Oldsmobile closing will affect 
3,000. The Lordstown, Ohio, plant will 
also be closed that week, idling 5,000, 
GM said. Companion Fisher Body 
plants at these locations will idle 8,000. 


Shutdowns the next week at Framing- 


ham, Mass., and Lakewood, Ga., will af- 
fect 1,450 and 1,050. The Pontiac plant in 
Pontiac will be down the weeks of Jan. 6 
and Jan. 27, idling 7,000. 


The assembly plant at South Gate, 


Calif., will be closed all of January for 
model changeover, a GM spokesman 
said, affecting 2,600. The plant now 
makes the subcompact Chevrolet Vega 
and Pontiac Astre. 


Temporary layoffs will also be insti- 


tuted at various component plants.

Aggies fail to recover 
from early Texas scores 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - The party was 


over after 54 seconds Friday in a 32-3 
Texas blitz of shocked eighth-ranked 
Texas A&M, but it triggered a wild cele- 
bration 90 miles to the north at Waco as 
Baylor's impossible Cotton Bowl dream 
came through. 


"We went absolutely crazy after the 


first two touchdowns," said Baylor 
Coach Grant Teaff, whose team will host 
Penn State New Year's Day for the 
Bears' maiden journey to the 38-year- 
old classic. 


The Texas victory clinched at least a 


Southwest Conference title tie for the 
Bears—the first such honor for the Bap- 
,tist school in 50 years. Baylor can win 
''the crown outright by defeating Rice 
Saturday in Waco. 


Baylor is 5-1 in SWC play and Texas 


and the Aggies finished 5-2. 


Teaff was asked by telephone if this 


was the happiest day of his life and he 
said: "No, it isn't. Tomorrow could be, 
if we beat Rice. Tying for the title and 
playing Penn State in the Cotton Bowl 
won't mean near as much to us if we 
aren't the champions, if we have to 
share it with anybody." 


The Gator Bowl-bound Longhorns 


scored two touchdowns in a 12-second 
span of the game's opening minute, 
thanks to fumbles by the Aggies, who 
have not beaten Texas in Memorial Sta- 
dium in 18 years. 


Texas won the toss, put a 3.3 mile-an- 


hour wind to its back and forced the Ag- 
gies into three consecutive damaging 


Eagles rank 10th 
on offense in NFL 


GREEN BAY, Wis. (AP) - While his 


Green Bay Packers are solid favorites to 
take a successful first step Sunday in 
their late season playoff bid. Coach Dan 
Devine is concerned. 


The Packers, 6-5 with a three game 


National Football League winning 
streak, will be in Philadelphia to meet 
the Eagles, 4-7 with defeats in their last 
six games. 


"They've been hot and cold," Devine 


said of the Eagles. "Lately, they've been 
cold, but that doesn't mean they 
couldn't get hot." 


"Looking at their personnel, lead- 


ership and coaching, I'd say they're 
kind of like when Detroit lost those first 
four and then won six of their next 
seven." he said. 


The Packers, one game behind first 


place Minnesota (7-4) in the National 
Conference Central Division, must win 
their last three games and hope the Vik- 
ings lose two. Should the Packers and 
Minnesota finish tied, the Vikings would 
earn the playoffs for having a better 
record against Central teams. 


The Packers also trail Washington (8- 


4) and Dallas (7-5) in the race for the 
wild card playoff berth. 


Devine said Thanksgiving day losses 


by Washington and Detroit (6-6) "didn't 
hurt, but we still need other things to 
happen. We need help, and our job is to 
make sure we don't goof up ourselves." 


Philadelphia ranks 10th on offense 


and 12th on defense among the 13 NFC 
teams, compared with llth and sixth, 
respectively, for Green Bay. Still, the 


Eagles have allowed only 179 points. 
Only St. Louis, Minnesota, Green Bay, 
Los Angeles, Miami, Pittsburgh and 
Oakland among the NFL's 26 teams 
have permitted fewer. 


The Eagles are led by Roman Gabriel, 


long one of the NFL's premier quarter- 
backs. Gabriel, who shared with NFL 
lead for most touchdown passes last 
year with 23, ranks llth among NFC 
passers, having completed 57.1 per cent 
of his throws for 1,867 yards and nine 
touchdowns. His 193 completions lead 
the NFL. 


Eagle wide receiver Harold Carmi- 


chael is fourth among NFC receivers 
with 45 for 532 yards and six touch- 
downs. Tight end Charles Young has 
caught 42 for 469 yards. 


The Eagles have the conference's No. 


6 rusher in Tom Sullivan with 179 car- 
ries for 594 yards. The Packers' John 
Brockington has moved up third at 676, 
and needs to average 108 yards in the 
next three games to become the first 
runner in league history to reach 1,000 
in each of his first four seasons. 


"I'm going to gerS.OOO yards if it's 


only 1,001," Brockington said. "I'm go- 
ing to get it if I have to steal it. Nobody- 
is going to hold me down forever." 


Packer tight end Rich McGeorge. 


bothered by neck and ankle injuries, 
practiced for the first time this week 
Friday and is expected to be readv Sun- 
day. 


Green Bay leads the series 17-2. The 


Eagles' only victories were 28-14 in 1947 
and 17-13 in the 1960 NFL championship 
game.

A&M halfback Bubba Bean, his fin- 


gers numb in the 40-degree cold with a 
chill factor of 18 degrees, fumbled on

Raymond Clayborn zipped 18 yards 


for a touchdown and 12 seconds later the 
17th-ranked Horns were on the board 
again, much to the disbelief of a na- 
tional television audience and a sellout 
crowd of 77,584 in Memorial Stadium. 


Texas end Lionel Johnson fielded a 


fumble by A&M's Bucky Sams and, 
without breaking stride, rumbled 28 
yards for a touchdown. 


The game was just 54 seconds old 


when the Aggies trailed 14-0. 


Texas Coach Darrell Royal said, "that 


was unbelievable" when asked if A&M 
lost the game in the first minute of play. 


"We took the wind, hoping that would 


happen," Royal said. "Scoring two 
touchdowns in 54 seconds was unbelie- 
vable." 


Asked what caused the fumbling, 


A&M Coach Emory Bellard said: "If I 
knew, I'd bottle it and sell it. We just 
took a good old country licking." 


The Aggies fumbled a third time and 


Billy Schott kicked a 33-yard field goal 
for a 17-0 Texas lead in the first period. 


Texas, which now has won 34 consecu- 


tive games at home, rolled to a 26-3 half- 
time lead on an 11-yard touchdown run 
by quarterback Marty Akins and a 41- 
yard field goal into the stout northerly 
wind by Mike Dean. 


Texas closed out the scoring in the 


second half on a 15-yard touchdown run 
by Akins. 


Both A&M and Texas have 8-3 records, 


but the Longhorns will meet Auburn 
Dec. 30 in the Gator Bowl at Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 


Peter Krill, president of the Gator 


Bowl said, "Texas has been to 21 bowl 
games and never to the Gator. We are 
glad you are finally coming." 


Royal said: "We are delighted to be 


coming." 


Texas' defense, led by Johnson. Roach 


and tackle Doug English, smothered the 
Aggie offense, allowing only a 25-yard 
first quarter field goal by Randy Had- 
dox. A&M's deepest penetration was to 
the Longhorn three-yard line in the 
third quarter. 


Freshman fullback Earl Campbell 


had his greatest day of the season with 
127 yards on 28 carries. 


Akins, who sprained both ankles dur- 


ing the game, said: "They are vulner- 
able up the middle and they showed it 
today. We were able to drive on them 
into the wind and they weren't." 


Royal said of Texas' fast start, "that's

GREEN BAY - Believe it or not. but 


Malcolm Snider has been faced with a 
much greater challenge this fall than 
Alan Page. 


Along with performing the demand- 


ing duties required of him as an offen- 
sive lineman with the Green Bay Pack- 
ers, which included a confrontation with 
Page, perhaps the greatest defensive 
lineman in the game. Snider is going to 
medical school pan-time. 


He is enrolled in a pre-med course at 


the University of Wisconsin and attends 
a lab and lecture in Madison every 
Tuesday, which is the Packers' day off. 


Clearly, it is an awesome challenge. 
"Obviously it's not something every- 


body is doing. But on the other hand I 
don't think it's as impossible as some 
people bdieve." the industrious Snider 
humbly said. 


"I don't think it's the work so much 


It's just that the two things drain a lot of 
emotional energy. It's hard to split your 
psychic and intra-energy that way. I 
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just have to discipline myself to try and 
use my time as efficiently as possible." 


Snider graduated in pre-med at Stan- 


ford University and was accepted by the 
University of Oregon medical school. 
However, he decided to delay his studies 
in order to embark on a pro football ca- 
reer. And it wasn't until recently when 
Wisconsin 
instituted an independent 


study program that it became possible 
for Snider to pursue both ambitions. 


Last year. Snider attended graduate 


school at Madison and on the basis of 
those grades qualified for med school 
and began his first semester last Janu- 
ary. 


During the season. Snider admits it's 


easy to get sidetracked from his studies. 
"I try to study two or three hours a day. 
every day." he said. "But I can't study 
on Sunday and Saturday - well, the end 
of the week it gets pretty hard. Usually. 
I'm thinking about other things." 


Snider has played in the National 


Football League for six seasons and 
right now is uncertain as to what direc- 


tion his career will follow. "I'm taking it 
a year at a lime." he said. "It's conceiv- 
able the way I'm going - it's taking me 
two years to do a year's course work — 
that I could do this quite easily for an- 
other two years." 


A starter for most of his pro career 


with both Atlanta and Green Bay, Sni- 
der has been spending most of his Sun- 
days this season watching from the side- 
lines. He doesn't necessarily believe, 
though, that his two pursuit's present 
any conflicts. 


"Obviously, I don't think I'm having 


the best year of my life," Snider said. 
"But I think it would te too easy to point 
a finger at that."
